Arms and ammunition by the millions of rounds, enough 


_ so military men estimate, to enable, a band of 1,000 men -to 


hold the city for two weeks against combined city, state and 
-federal forces are for sale in, Philadelphia. 
The company 


which holds the vast .supply claims that it acts entirely within 


. the law. One of the interesting features of tfhe expose con- 


ducted by the New York Times is the fact that a large part of 
the material has been scrapped by and purchased from the 
United States government.

'Among the articles .of war which this Philadelphia firm is 


alleged to be in a position to deliver is 105,0 machine °-uns 
7200 rifles and 15,000,000 cartridges. Eight million cartridges 
a're for "immediate delivery." 


The presence of this huge store of munitions presents a con- 


stant menace to the preservation of order. The fact that any 
person apparently can walk into the offices of representatives 
of the firm and acquire as much as he wishes makes the situa- 
tion doubly dangerous. If it is the custom of the war- depart- 
ment to dispose of its war materials so indiscriminately that 
they may in turn come into questionable private hands, the 
custom is one which jeopardizes the security of the nation. 


A Just Verdict 


A New York jury, with-a record of swift dealing of justice 


has impressed upon gangsters that those who plot crimes, 
though perhaps taking no active part in them, are as guilty 
as the actual performers of the crime. Joseph G. Diamond 
and Morris B. Diamond, brothers, were found guilty of mur- 
der in separate trials, lasting a total of five days. Though it 
was not proved that either fired shots which, killed the bank 
messengers, it was admitted in testimony that they partici- 
pated in the plot which culminated in the killings and they 
must pay the extreme penalty. 


So emboldened have gangsters, not only in New York, be- 


come in the past" few years that such verdicts as these' are 
as handwriting on the wall. The Diamond brothers, ostensibly 
killed no one. But they connived the plot which saw murder 
done. Therefore they are as guilty of the actual killing as the 
one who fired the fatal shots. The verdict was just, and should 
serve as a warning to gangsters of all cities that there are no 
halfway measures in crime.
